I have always been a believer hi j 


a League of Nations. 
When two 


months and a half ago, I began to 
study the text of the prevised cov- 
enant, as read by Mr. Wilson in 
Paris on February 14, my impulse 
was to defend it, if it were possible 
to do so. I set aside a week in 
which I .did nothing but read the 
covenant" and take notes. 


When the covenant was revised in 


Paris and given out by our State 
Department 
on April 27, (aside 


from the inclusion of the Monroe 
Doctrine the covenant is /practically 
unaltered, . except in unessentials), 
I brought these notes up to date 
and formed them into a critical ar- 
ticle, which will be published later. 


If the conclusions I reach in this 


brief abstract of the notes are hos- 
tile to our "e_ntry into a league of 
nations based on a different coven- 
ant, it is not out of disbelief, in a 
!league based on a different coven- 
ant. It is because I am convinced 
that the covenant as it still' stands 
will, in the long run, neither pre- 
vent nor tend to prevent great wars, 
though it will make small wars 
harder to initiate and shorter in 
duration when they do occur. 


It is quite evident to any careful 


student of the subject, who. knows 
history, that a league of nations as 
offered us now, will divide the world 
into two immense camps, those in- 
side and those outside,-which, in 
spite of the pacific desires of their 
populations will be forced to outdo 
each other in defensive and offen- 
sive preparations, almost unavoid- 
ably leading to another world war. 


Unfortunately, 
the covenant of 


the league of nations was drawn by 
people who belonged to the old 
school of diplomacy, the_ diplomacy 
that has almost continually kept 


that is growing with such immense 
vitality. 
• In all probability, the majority 
of the Balkan states and Jugoslav- 
ia, hemmed in between the major 
extra-league nations, and united_ to 
them as they are by blood, will join 
the counter-alliance. 


Whether China will cleave to the 


Allies, who sold her out in the sec- 
ret treaty of February 16, _ 1917, 
regarding the Shantung peninsula, 
and then politely invited her into 
the war as an ally—whether China 
with four hundred million people 
and immeasurable 
resources, will 


remain in the victor-nation league 
as a subject nation or flop into the

Liberals have looked over the draft of the present league of 


'nations. They see nothing in it that heralds the new era which 
liberals have been hoping for. They see in it only another alli- 
ance of governments clothed under the new guise of a league of 
nations. They see imperialism written on page after page of 
the draft. 
They see the seeds for new wars all through its 


pages. There is nothing in it concerning freedom of the seas. 
It says practically nothing on the subject of disarmament.

The purpose of the present cov- 


enant is not primarily to insure 
peace by forming a league of na- 
tions. 
It is to compel the con- 


quered nations to sign the peace 
.treaty, to enforce the terms of the 
peace treaty after it is signed, and 
to keep in control of the situation 
the conservative forces which now 
dominate in the victorious 
coun- 


tries. 
It is essentially a balance 


of power, and as such does what 
every other balance of power in 
history has done—to wit, automat- 
ically organizes those left out of it

The 
present covenant makes this mis- 
take. 
In fact, it pointedly divides 


the nations which have declared war

from 


those which have not yet done so. 


It is the old order against tin 


new; whether the new order can be 
:ought by segregating it, is a ques- 
tion which the gentlemen who draft- 
ed the covenant no doubt ponderei 
deeply. 
To my mind, segregating 


the new order is but another name 
"or integrating it, and giving its ad- 
vocates a mighty good reason for 
langing together. 


But the very fact that the cove- 


nant was drafted as it was, whether 
ever adopted or not, has done muci 
;o clarify issues; and to show that 
In the ally countries, including the 
United States, the people who be- 
lieve in democracy must hereafter 
dominate the government, if they 
are to escape another world war. 
For this we can be grateful, even 
though in a league of nations such 
as this covenant provides, democracy 
would be head down in a bootleg.
